RHODE ISLAND’S ELECTION, 


Voting on the Repeal of the Prohibitory 
Amendment. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 20.—Rhode Island 
is to-day voting on art. 8 of the amend- 
ments to its Constitution. The article is a 
brief one. It reads: 

„Art. ö of the amendments ofthe Constitu- 
tion of this State is hereby annulled.’’ 

Art. ö reads: The manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors to be used as a beverage 


shall be prohibited. The General Assembly 
shall provide by law for carrying this article 
into effect.’’ 

The battle that resulted in the adoption of 
this latter article was successfully fought for 
prohibition in the spring of 1886. To-day 
Rhode Island will try to make the Probibi- 
tionists take ‘‘a backward step’’ and kill the 
prohibition amendment to the constitution. 
It will take a three-fifths vote to do it and the 
result is not at all certain. The day is bright 
and cool and a huge vote is being polled. In 
this city at II o’clock this morning the vote 
was: pproved, 3,543: reject, 1,317.

QUARRY COMPANIES DISBAND. 


The Anti-Trust Bill Frightens Them and 
They Go Out of Business. 


The passage of the anti-trust bill has had 
the effect of breaking up the quarrymen’s as- 
sociation and placing the quarrymen 
again on the plane of individuals. 
The St. Louis Quarry Co. was an organi- 
zation composed of those contractors who 
owned quarries north of Market street and the 
South St. Louis Quarry Co. was organized by 


those having quarries south, though Patrick 
Bambric, John B. O’Meara, Wm. H. Swift, 
Gottleib Eyerman and some others were mem- 
bers of both, having quarries on both sides of 
Market street. John O’ Meara was seen to-day 
and asked for some information 
concerning the breaking up of 
the associations, and his reply was 

The reason we concluded not to continue 
the business of the quarry companies is that 
we could not afford to go into a legal fight to 
test the constitutionality of the law, for when 
that fight is begun there is no telling where or 
when it willend. Our organization was not a 
trust, because it had nothing to do with 
the prices, nor did it control the 
output. It was simply this: We met every 
day in our room on Eighth and Chestnut 
streets and there we received the orders for 
building stone. If one quarryman was short 
the order was turned over to another, or if 
the job was near one quarry and 
iar from another it was given 
to the nearest quarry to save hauling. 
We did not put our properties into the com- 
pany but we bought stock for cash, and our 

oldings were in proportion tothe number of 
* output of each quarry per annum. 

o are Closing up our business now because 
Mr. T. J. Rowe, our attorney, tells us that it is 
not safe for us to continue. We will 
close up our contracts and then quit business. 
The association was an advantage to us and 
to everyone with whom we did business. If 
the masons wanted stone all they had to do 
was to leave the order for it at the office and 
by 12 o’clock next day it was there. When 
we organized rock sold at from $1.90 to $2 
a perch, and since our organization it has been 
selling at $1.25 to $1.50. Now as far as we are 
concerned, we do not care much whether we 
are organized or not. We make as much 
money working separately as we do working 
together. We have this advantage, 
that under the company we conduct 
our business with much more ease 
and convenience; that is about the only ad- 
vantage we derive. There is au actual saving, 
however. Working under the company, the 
rock is hauled from the nearest quarry and 
money is saved on hauling, but outside of the 
hauling charges and the matter of convenience 
we have no particular interest in our organi- 
zation. We have paid one dividend in ligui- 
dation and the last one will be paid soon, then 
when we have closed our contracts we will 
quit business as a company and continue as

LONDON, June 20.—The discussion of home 
rule is taking a practical turn. Balfour de- 
nounced the application of the federal prin- 
ciple to the British Empire, and said it would 
throw the British Constitution Into a crucible 
in which the House of Lords would disappear. 
Balfour’s attack will compel the Liberal lead- 
ersto pronounce for federation, which they 
are very reluctant to do. Morley, for instance 
took up home rule as a means of shuffling off 
the responsibilities of getting rid of Ireland. 
Now that home rule means imperial federa- 
tion there is much gnashing of teeth and 
shifting of sides. Federation has difficulties 
and dangers, but it is the only road whereby 
disintegration can be avoided.

Under the new indictments the Gov- 
ernment will not encounter the same obsta- 
cles.

The Heavy Loss on the Steamers Ashore at 
Duluth, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minu., June 20.—The Journal’s 
Duluth special says: The latest reports from 
the steamer City of Cleveland, ashore on the 
north shore of Lake Superior, show that 
she is in much worse shape than was thought.

NEARLY ALL THE GANGS OF LABORERS ON 
A STRIKE. 


The Men Refuse to Continue Work On Ac- 
count of Small Pay and Insufficient Food 
—High Prices Charged the Laborers for 
Provisions—The Militia on Guard— 
Sertous Trouble Feared. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 20.—The strike among 
the laboring men here is fairly on, and this 
morning there are not, all told, one thousand 
men at work. Those employed by McKnight, 
the Pittsburg contractor, are idle, and the dis- 
satisfaction and discord is spreading to the 
other workmen. Overbearing bosses and 
short rations, for which the men are made to 
pay liberally, are the grievances, The 
military are on active duty this morning, and 
a local company of the Fifth Regiment 


has been ordered out, and while 
everything appears quiet on the@surface, 
there are 2 that an undercurrent of dis- 
cord will break out at any time and that a riot 
will follow. A largely attended moeting of 
the strikers was held in the open square this 
morning and their grievances were freely dis- 
cussed. John Low of Hollidaysburg presided. 

A committee of twenty was appointed to con- 
fer with those men at work and find out the 
exact number of men in 17 8 with the 
strike. This committee will report to an- 
other meeting to be held at noon to-day. 
Three car loads of Italians arrived here this 
morning from the East, but a committee uf 
the striking Italians met them at the station 
and persuaded them not toleave the train 
until the present labor trouble is sattied. 

They were side-tracked and will be fed by the 
strikers. 

LOCAL MEN AT WORK. 

The committee appointed at the morning 
meeting of the striking laborers reported to a 
meeting held an hour later that all the foreign 
workmen have quit work, but at the request 
of the strikers all the local men have con- 
tinued work. Another meeting will be heid in 
an hour, when a committee of all the bosses 
will be appointed to confer with the contract- 
ors, with a view to rearranging the entire 
wage system. Wm. Flynn of Pittsburg, who 
is said to be the largest of the contractors, has 
just arrived here and is in consultation with 
Gen. Hastings. 

Five bodies were recovered this morning, 
among them the bodies of a mother ana two 
children. The children were locked in the 
mother’s arms.

“GREEN GOODS” POLITICS. 


The Money Power in the politics of this 
country has been built up in the last twen- 
ty-eight years. Itisthe creature of the 
Republican party’s ascendency and policy 
and is loyal to its creator, Plutocracy 
knows what the Republican party is in 
power for as well asthe ox knoweth his 
owner or the ass his master’s crib. 

The Plutocrats who possess the big 
monopoly-made fortunes and whorun the 
big monopoly corporations occasionally 
detail one of their number to officiate 
as a Democratic leader as, for in- 
stance, BarNuM of Connecticut, or 
to purchase a Democratic Senatorship 
as PayNE of Ohio or Hearst of California 
did.

Harvest in the Golden Belt. 


By Telecranvh to the Posr-Dier are. 

ABILENE, Kan., June 20.— The Golden Belt 
of Kansas bids fairto redeem its old reputa- 
tion as the richest wheat country in the West. 
It was in 1875—’77 the pet advertising ground 
of the Union Pacific Railroad Co., which, 


through its agents, had the right of way 
hemmed in by wide wheat fields for miles 
through Central Kansas. One field near this 
city, now laid outin streets and covered with 
buildings, contained over 3,000 acres. Since 
1878, however, the harvests have been light, 
owing to one cause or another, andcorn has 
taken the place of the less staple cereal. 

This year the season has been most favor- 
able for the ten counties included in the 
Goiden Belt. Last fall was singularly pro- 
pitious for seeding, and the good start se- 
cured by the wheat plant was aided by the 
open winter which brought the flelds — 22 
rank and tusty. An abundance of rain has 
served to keep the chinch bugs from injuring 
the plants jo the least, and the fields have 
come up to/ harvest with arich, even growth 
and with heads filled with plump berries. The 
only ** during the season has been that to 
| isolated fields from local hailstorms. In Clay 
and Marion Counties was the most — 
from this source. Harvest has been in 
progress all this week and the indications are 
that unless more help can be secured many 
fields will be improperly cared for, so heavy 
is the straw. Nearly all the work is done 
with binders, though the old headers have 
been brought out to 1 them. 

Experts declare that the average yield will 
be larger than was ever before known in this 
section, Dickinson, Saline, Ellsworth and 
MePherson Counties promisin unusually 
well. Many declare that more fields will aver- 
age over thirty-five bushels than will average 
less. As the acreage is at least 90 per cent of 
last year, the season will be most prosperous 
for the farmers. 

Oats are also heavy and will be harvested 
about July 1. Corn is growing rapidly and 
promises well.

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A MOVEMENT TO CARRY OUT THE MILITARY 
MUSEUM IDEA WITHOUT DELAY. 


The Loyal Legion Receives Suggestions as to 
Making the Enterprise a General One, 
nnd to Receive Subscriptions From Busi- 
ness Men—The Idea as It Originated Here 
and Has Been Taken Up Elsewhere. 


LTHOUGH the Missouri 
Commandery of the 
Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion has ad- 
journed its regular 
meetings until October, 
and many of its mem- 
bers have left the city 
for the summer its pro- 
jected military museum 
and war library has not 
by any means been 
allowed to die out. 
Capt. W. R. Hodges, 
Recorder of the Missouri 
Vommandery, who has 
done much toward per- 
feeting the idea, and 
who has worked untir- 
ingly to consummate it, 
in speaking to a Post-DisPaTCH reporter this 
morning, said he had been approached by 
several prominent citizens with the sugges- 
tion that the Loyal Legion invite subscrip- 
tions from men of means outside of the order, 
to the end that the museum may be on a 
grander scale than anything of the kind in the 
West, and as such an attraction that 
would be a credit to the city and a pleasure 
to visitors. The idea is to throw the doors 
open to the public throughout the year, and 
make the enterprise a 
THOROUGHLY 8T. LOUIS INSTITUTION, 
and when it was suggested to Capt. Hodges 
he thought very favorably of it. His original 
idea, however, contemplated the making pub- 
lic of the display. It was also suggested that 
a stock company be formed, similarto that 
which undertook the Exposition enterprise, 
and stock subscribed alike by members of the 
order and the outside public. This, however, 
isnot regarded as feasible, for the reason 
that it is desired to have the museum in the 
name ofthe Loyal Legion, its charter being 
perpetual and its membership descending 
trom father to son, the oldest male lineal des- 
cendant succeeding the father, or if the father 
died before becoming a member, then being 
directly elected. An illustration of 
this was furnished at the last 
meeting, when Mr. James L. Blair 
was elected as the son of the late Gen. Frank 
P. Blair, and Dr. Harry Hodgen was elected 
asthe son ofthe late Dr. John T. Hodgen, 
though neither Gen. Blairor Dr. Hodgen had 
been a member. In the case of Mr. Blair it 
was necessary, however, to have the eldest 
son, Mr. Andrew Blair of Philadelphia, waive 
his right, which was done. Carrying out this 
succession of membership the 
LIE OF THE ORDER IS WITHOUT END. 
the same as that of the Society of Cincinnatus, 
organized by Washington, and which is still 
in existence. There is the difference in the 
two, however, that the idea of the Cincin- 
natis is to create, while that of the Legion is 
to preserve, and it is in carrying out this idea 
of preservation that the museum and war 
library is contemplated. While the plan is 
being considered by the various commander- 


les in the United States, in different shapes, it 
had its birth in its entirety in St. Louis. In 
other commanderies the principal object 
was to provide a structure large enough 
to provide meeting and entertainment rooms 
and a place to keep the records of the order 
and such relics as may be placed in the keep- 
ing of the order by its members. The discus- 
sion of the matter, however, has brought the 
other commanderies around to the St. Louis 
idea, though as yet they have taken no defi- 
nite action as to providing means, etc. In 
Michigan the idea was taken. up on an exten- 
sive scale, and Gen. Alger, in his desire 
to encourage it, volunteered to donate 
$25,000 if the commandery would raise $75,000. 
This, however, had the opposite effect of 
making a boom for the project, and Michigan 
isnowresting. Wisconsin alsotook the mat- 
ter up, but has done but little as yet. Penn- 
sylvani, with headquarters at Philadelphia,

the funds. The building plans, perfected 
here, and the museum and library features 
have been preserved intact. In raising the 
money, h@wever, the Pennsylvania Com- 
mandery has without hesitation placed the 
importance of the matter before business 
men not members of the order, who are able 
to give oftheir plenty. They have found that 
these men are not only able and willing, and 
as a result the Philadelphia enterprise 
has progressed very rapidly and is now con- 
siderably in advance of St. uis. This is 
somewhat remarkable, considering the fact 
that While the Loyal Legion has its birth in 
Philadeiphia, in 1865, the very first step to 

ive it real permanency was taken in St. 
Touts and followea by the Pennsylvanians. 
Massachusetts has also taken the matter 
up earnestly, but in conjunction with 
the cadets, a military organization of great 
wealth anda couple of hundred years old 
The Legion is also composed of men who gen- 
erally have large means, and in connection 
with the Cadets the 2 to expend in the 
neighborhood of $358, „ The Massachusetts 
Commandery also has a collection of between 
8,000 and 9,000 war pictures with which to start 
out.

They were all, of course, as re- 
quired by the constitution and by-laws of 
the order, offers in the late war, but there 
are many Officers who in civil life occupy sub- 
ordinate and poor paying positions, and as 
the Legion’s requirements are respectability 
and an honorable war record rather than 
wealth the order is anything but what would 
be called wealthy. Tne members 
are all willing and anxious 
to contribute what they can, and 
so far, without going outside of St. Louis, 
have secured a subscription of between $25,000 
and $30,000 toward the $60,000 they need. The 
character of the members also prevents the 
richer members of the Legion from taking the 
burden on their shoulders, as there are sev- 
eral members in this city who could doso 
without feeling it, as it is feared it would 
haveabad effect on those who gave only 
their mite, and in the end build up a military 
aristocracy that is not desired. Had it not 
been for this the St. Louis Museum would 
have been under way long before this. The

MAKE IT A PUBLIC ENTERPRISE 
therefore comes as a way out of the difficulty, 
pnd oenee it has not been considered by the 
Legion, there is but little doubt that it will be 
accepted. Capt. Hodges, referring to it this 
morning, said be could see no objection to it. 
It had, however, never been discussed and ne 
could not say what action would be taken. 
In the Legion there had been some 
incidental reference to calling on the outside, 
as is being done in Philadelphia, but that a 
very strong feeling had developed against 
making any appeal. Coming voluntarily it 
was a different thing, however, and as the 
Legion originated the idea of the museum 
with an eye to the good it would 
do and to the pleasure of the 
public as well as of its own members, he 
thought if itcould be arranged to keep the 
enterprise under the charter of the order there 
would be no objection. The plans will, it this 
is done, be given a wider scope, and the ex- 
penditure will probably be increased to $150,000, 
of which the on would raise the amount 
originally intended to nd.

Jay Gould’s Yacht Strikes and Damages a 
Steamship Dock.

NEW Tonk, June 20.—Jay Gould’s steam- 
yacht, the Atalanta, struck the end of Pier 54, 
the dock of the Wilson line of steamers, on 
Tuesday afternoon. Her iron prow ploughed 
through the heavy pine cross-beams and 
planking of the dock for thirty feet. The Ata- 
Janta was headed up stream under slow speed, 
with Jay Gould and several members of his 
family on board, when Capt. Shackelford, 


seeing that he was likely to foul the dock, 
gave the signal to the engineer to reverse 
the engine. The engineer mistook it for 
the signal to go ahead at full speed and 
the Atalanta sprang forward, cutting like a 
knife through the big rope fender and knock- 
ing tour of the twenty-four-inch beams into 
splinters. Her jib boom punched a hole 
through the corrugated iron side of the shed, 
break ng. off three feetfrom theend of the 
boom, he Atalanta's bow mounted upon a 
cross beam out ofthe water, but when her 
engines were finally reversed she pulled out 
of the big hole almost withouta scratch. 
Aside from the damage to her jib boom andthe 
breaking ofa fewstays she was unipjured. 
Mr. Gould sent word yesterday to the owners 
of the pier that he would pay the cost of re- 
pairing the damage, which will amount to 
about $1,500.

The Naturalization Fraud Cases Passed 
Down but the Federal Grand-Jury Con- 
tinues Its Work — Friends of the Governor 
Have No Assurance Yet That They Will 
Get the Recorder’s Scalp. 


HEN Judge Thayer 
opened the United 
States District Court 
this morning a jury

Dyer, attorney for Lehmann and Neibert, 
asked what action would be taken in regard. 
to the election fraud cases. Judge Thayer 
said it seemed probable that the case of Nei- 
bert would haye to go over until next Thurs- 
day. : 
District Attorney Reynolds asked tnat’ 
the ease de passed over untl = «(it 
can be determined later in the day what time 
the series of pension frauds cases now on trial 
will occupy. 
Judge Thayer said if there was a prospect of 
an earlier disposition he would not call the 
Neibert case until to-morrow morning. On 
this agreement the election cases were passed 
over temporarily. | 

Both Lehmann and Neibert were on hand, 
and through their attorney urged an early 
trial. District Attorney Reynolds expresses 
his intention of going on with the cases, be- 
lieving that he can sprmount the obstacles 
which resulted in the “first Lehmann case 
being thrown out of court. The point in- 
volved in the cases is the identification 
of the witness in court and the proof of the 
fact that the witnesses for the naturalization 
papers were sworn. It is easy to understand 
that the judge or clerk of the State court may 
not be able to recall any particular wituess of 
the droves that stoodatthe bar of the court 
when the naturalization business was 
going on at full blast. The record of 
the court giving the name ofthe witaess and 
of the applicant is not regarded as evidence 
establishing complicity. The Government 
must prove by the testimony of the applicant 
or by some person who saw the defendant 
sworn and examined. As the defendants now 
in the United States court were attended by 
the witnesses at the time of their appearance 
in the State court, it would seem that 
there should be no difficulty in securing 
the necessary evidence, but it was in this very

Haven’t Got Him Yet. 


A member of the last Legislature springs a 
point that may interfere with the programme 
for the ousting of Recorder Henry W. Will- 
iams. According to the interpretation placed 


on the towns and villages law which has just 
been signed, the Governor is empowered 
to fill the office of the Recorder of Voters of 
the city of St. Louis. ‘*That,’’ said the mem- 
ber,’’ was furthest from the intention of the 
members of the last Legisiature, and Gov. 
Francis can’t make any mistake about it. 
When Senator Sam Majors in the first Senate 
revision on ehe eve of the adjourn- 
ment for the centennial celebra- 
tion put in the clause authorizing 
the Governor to remove the Kecorder of Voters 
‘for cause’ the House jumped on it with 
both feet. That clause was stricken out. 
There was no mistaking the intimation. The 
General me was not willing to entrust 
Gov. Francis with the power to remove the 
“Recorder for cause, when the Executive was 
the judge ofthe cause. Notwithstanding this 
the section was introduced later in the session 
empowering the Governor to appoint the Re- 
corder of Voters. 

Mr. Williams’ commission runs for two 
years yet, and according to the calculations 
of the Senators who put through the amenda- 
ment that term can be cut short next 
September, when the law goes into effect. 
This is possibly a miscalculation. It was pro- 
posed early in the last session to get two 
scalps, that of Recorder Williams of St. Louis 
and kecorder Hope of Kansas City. In their 
eagerness they bave missed their men. 
The legislation is special in ite na- 
ture, notwithstanding its broad phrasing 
‘in all cities of 100,000 inhabitants and over. 
This is a revision, nota new enactment, and 
to make its work effective the laws which it 
was sought to repeal should have been spe- 
cifically mentioned That is how the 
change was made in 1883 and how it 
should have been done this time. That 
portions of the law are unconstitutional 
is beyona doubt. For instance, it is pro- 

osed to increase the salary $3,000 per annum 
or the office in this city. That is cleariy 
special and unconstitutional. The incumbent 
will never draw the salary if the city objects. 
It is doubtful if Gov. Francis would remove 
Recorder Williams under any circumstances, 
and there isa big probability that if the in- 
cumbent resists, his commission will hold him 
in office until it expires, two years henece.’’

A HEARTLESS 


THE TERRIBLE ALLEGATIONS OF JohN B. 
GAUS AGAINST HIS WIFE. 


Fiendish Cruelty to Children Alleged in a 
Divorce Suit Before Judge Withrow To- 
Day — The Divorce Granted, But the 
Mother Gets One Child—Other Divorce 
Cases—Legal Notes and Gossip. 


The family skeletons exposed in court on 
the trial of divorce cases are, as a rule, re- 
volting, but it is doubtful if any case tried in 
the Circuit Court in recent years has brought 
out such details as those recited in Judge 
Withrow’s court this morning during the trial 
of the divorce case of John H. Gaus against 
Sarah L. Gaus. Gaus was a widower in 1883, 
when he was married and had two children. 
Shortly after bis second marriage the trouble 
began. He said his wife commenced drinking 
intoxicating liquors and became an habitual 
drunkard, at times being so helpless she 
could not stand. The baby was allowed to 
lie in the oradle in filth, as Gaus states, while 
his wife ‘‘entercained vile, leud, drunken and 
abandoned men and women, squandering his 
earnings on these low despicable wretches for 
beer ,sending one of the children toa neigh- 
boring saloon with a pitcher as often

locked in the basement so that — might not 
see what was going on. On several occasions 
he returned home and found his wife in com- 
pany with other men. Once she compelled 

is daughter Nora, a sickly, helpless girl to 
lick a red-hot poker with her tongue 
for the entertainment of her visitors, 
and a few days later beat and 
bruised the child in such a manner that 
its life was despaired of. „The marks of fin- 
gers on the child’s neck can still be seen. 
She pulled bandfuls of hair from the chil- 
dren’s heads leuving large bald spots as big as 
a dollar, and once placed the hands of the 
child Nora on a red-hot stove until 
the flesh burned. On two other oc- 
casions she put coal oil on  Nora’s 
clothes, but was prevented from setting 
fire to it by a neighbor and the same day she 
chased the boy Edward over the house, yard 
and street trying to pour boiling water on 
him. These performances and brutalities 
80 aroused the neighbors that they 
had a warrant sworn out, and she ran 
away from the neighborhood to avoid 
arrest. Mrs. Gaus filed answer and 
cross bill denying all these charges, but they 
are onthe record of the Criminal Court, as 
will be remembered from a trial of her case. 
After listening to this story, much of which is 
unfit for publication, Judge Withrow granted 
Mr. Gaus a divorce and the custody of his 
children by his former wife. He allows Mrs. 
Gaus the custody of one child, Edward, born 
ofthe marriage, and being penniless, he or- 
dered the husband to pay her $80a year in 
quarterly payments.

A 
line was quickly thrown out and the young 
woman was hoisted up nearly to the 
echooner’s rail, when she lost her hold and 
fell back into the water. She was carried 
under by the swift currentand not seen again. 
Aughinbaugh, who was taken down almost to 
the Delaware break water. came back to Phila- 
delphia and went immediately to police head- 
quarters, where he told his story.

SEQUEL TO A CHRISTMAS TRAGEDY. 


Andrew Grimes, the Murderer of John Mar- 
tin, Hanged To-Day. 


MAYS LANDING, N. J., June 20.—Andrew 
Grimes, the colored murderer of Jobn Martin, 
mate of the schooner Annie Carl, at Atlantic 


City on last Christmas Day, was banged here 
at 12:07 o’clock this afternoon. There were 
no unusual scenes. 
GRIMES’ ORIME. 

The crime for which Andrew Grimes was 
hanged was the brutal murder of John Mar- 
tin, the mate of the schooner Annie Carl, 
hailing from Fair Haven, Conn., while that 
vessel lay at anchor in Absecon Inlet on last 
Christmas day. Grimes,a homely and brutish 
looking North Carolina negro, 35 years old, 
shipped on the Annie Carl at Norfolk some 
two months previous, but had given up his 

osition at Fair Haven and induced Capt. Gil- 

rt E. Newton to take him back to Norfolk as 
a passenger. Theschooner was anchored off 
Run Point on the inlet and the crew went 
asbore. About9o’clock they returned, and 
Grimes, who had been drinking, went below 
and lay down. Near 5 o’clock supper was 
announced and Mate Martin went down and 
aroused Grimes, telling him to get up for sup- 
per. Grimés cursed the mate and drawing a 
5-inch sheath knife from his belt chased him 
on deck. The mate finally reached his state- 
room and locked the door. Grimes, who was 
now in afurious rage, attacked the door with 
bis knife, broke it open and stabbed the mate 
several times. A terrible struggle took place 
Martin managed to reach the deék, but 
Grimes continued to hack at him with 
nie knife, while the steward of the 
schooner and a colored seaman jumped intoa 
small boat,terror-stricken, and started ashore 
for assistance. Finally the mate sank ex- 
hausted from his wounds, and Grimes picked 
up his body and threw it overboard. t was 
recovered a short distance from the schooner. 
The police authorities of Atlantic Oity, after a 
desperate struggle, took Grimes off the 
schooner. Mate John Martin, Grimes’ victim, 
lived at Fair Haven, Conn., and supported his 
widowed mother. He was 48 years old, a 
thorough seaman and was popular with his 
men. 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


Another Big Cut on Rates by Lake and 
Rail. 


ST. Pavut, Minn., June 20.—All the Lake 
Superior lines gave notice of a reduction in 
canal rates from New York to St. Paul toa 
basis of 36 cents. Thisis 2 cents lower than 
the rates announced on Tuesday. The an- 
nouncement was also made yesterday that the 
Fitchburg would take its usual differential 
under the 54 cent.lake and railrate. This 
makes the first-class rate from Boston via that

PRELIMINARY WORK FOR AN ELECTRIC 
ROAD ON THE BIG BRIDGE. 


A Possible Betterment in the Means of Com- 
munication Between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis—Stringers Laid on the Bridge 
Roadway for Rails—The Line May Go to 
the Stock Yards. 


LONG the big bridge 

roadway workmen 

are now engaged in 

relaying the wood 

pavement. They be- 

gan on the south 

side ot the St. Louis 

approach and it is 

expected will com- 

plete the entire job 

by August 1. This 

„ work is done once 

every five or six 

years, andis part of 

the eternal recon- 

struction of the bridge. Heretofore when 

the relaying of the Nicholson has been in 

progress bat little attention has been given it 

by the public. But one feature of the 

work is now attracting considerable 

attention. In laying the blocks 

the Superintendent is having stringers for 

rails laid, with allthe necessary foundations 

for switches, etc. The work is being done as 

if an electric railway was to be built imme- 

diately, and stories to that effect have been 
told and even printed. 

But it seems that 

THE FOUNDATION THESE STORIES HAVE 
is the stringers, for as the work progresses in 
place of rails pieces of 2-inch wood will be 
laid on the stringers, filling the rail spaces to 
the level of the top of the blocks. 

In this way the work will be covered up. 
How long it will remain so is not known. by 
any one in the city. 

Dr. Taussig, the general 
the Bridge & Tunnel Co., is in 
the East, and when he left the 
city he was wholly without information on the 
subiect. An electric railway over the bridge 
has been talked of; it has even been favorably 


considered by the authorities, but nothing 
has ever been done toward its construction. 
Before he left Dr. Taussig gave orders that in 
the reconstruction the stringers for the rails 
be laid. The work can be done now 
at very slight increase of the cost of repaving 
the roadway and will be ready for use if any 
time in the coming five or six years the Bridge 
& Tunnel Co. decides to build an electric rail-

When the bridge was built rails were laid on 
the roadway for a horse-car line, but the com- 


pany 
COULD NOT SECURE A FRANCHISE 

from the city of East St. Louis for an exten- 
sion of this railway beyond the eastern end of 
the bridge along East St. Louis streets. In 
consequence the street cars were taken off 
after a time, and at the next reconstruction of 
the roadway the rails were removed. 
Then a herdic service was provided. 
There five low set oumnibuses 
now tion on the bridge 
constantly. Each one is drawn by two horses. 
This service is very expensive compared with 
the earnings, andthe margin of profit is in- 
significant. 

Dr. Taussig has long held that a good busi- 
ness could be secured if a rapid and comfort- 
able means of transportation was pro- 
vided. His plan has been to se- 
cure a franchise to lay tracks in East 
St. Louis, lay tracks on the bridge, establish a 
power station at the eastern end of the bridge 
and operate an electric railway from Third 
street in St. Louis over the river to and 
through East St. Louis, with an east side ter- 
tninus probably at the National Stock Yards.

4 The berdic service over the river terminates 
on the Isitand at the end of the roadway. It is 
very slow and, as it does not go into the city 
of East St. Louis, insufficient. It is supple- 
mented by a line of omulbuses run by another 
poe taf which gothrough thecity tothe 
National Stock Yards. The fare on the ber- 
dies is 10 cents and on the omnibuses 10 cents, 
making the fare from Third street, St. 
Louis, to any point in East 8t. Louis 20 cents. 

An electric line could be run on a basis of a 
10- cent fare over the route suggested and earn 
a splendid profit on the investment. The de- 
velopment of East St. Louis and the in- 
creased communication between this city 
and the one over the river de- 
mand superior transportation facilities. 
As it is now the only supplement to the herdio 
and omnibus service is the often more incon- 
venient train service. This is used by a large 
number of persons having business on the 
other side. 

When Dr. Taussig returns he may possibly 
have orders to proceed with the work of con- 
structing the railway, but it is not probable 
that the matter will be decided so soon. 

EDWARD MORRIS, 

Secretary of the Fairbanks Canning Co., sald 
this morning: The construction of an eleo- 
tric railway across the bridge and into East 
St. Louis would be an excellent thing for the 
East Side. The means of communica- 
tion we now have are altogeth- 
er inadequate, and East St. 18 
should have some modern substitute for the 
uncomfortable and insufficient omnibus. 
There should be no difficulty about securing 
the franchise for the road through the streets. 
Rapid transit is very much needed here, and 
when it is supplied the town will have a won- 
derful boom.

BROCK STORTS A PRISONER. 


He Asks for a Writ of Habeas Corpus—Proe- 
ceedings in the Case. 


Brock Storts does not like his quarters in 
the hold-over at the Four Courts. Committed 
for twenty-four hours and fined $25, to stand 
committed until such fine was paid, he served 
but a few hours when he began to long for his 
freedom. Storts was imprisoned for 
contempt of court. As alleged in the 


commitment the prisoner appeared in the 
First District Police Court yesterday morning 
about 9:30 o’clock while under the influence 
of liquor and insisting upon a personat en- 
counter with Deputy Marshal Henry Stussel, 
fe was at once locked 
after the regular docket 
finished was brought before 
Honor Judge Cady. Storts was still drunk at 
this time and made an exhibition of himself 
while endeavoring to defend his action, par- 
ticulars of which were published in last even- 
ing’s Post-DispatcH. The defendant was 
found guilty and sentenced as above stated, 
Jeff D. Storts, brother of Brock, then took steps 
to obtain bis release. He first appealed to 
Judge Cady, but that official was inexorable. 
He next inquired what amount of appeal bond 
would be required. This for a full-fledged 
attorney was ridiculous, and Jadge Cady used 
very few words in telling Mr. Storts of that 
fact. A writ of habeas corpus was then taken 
out and the prisoner made an affidavit in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning. 
The affidavit was to the effect that ‘‘Brock 
Storts denies the allegations in the return 
made, to-wit: that said commitment was fora 
contempt of said First District 
Police Court, and said Storts al; 
leges that instead of being in 
contempt of court.as aforesaid, that the Court 
acted without authority of law, and that his 
decision or judgment upon which said com- 
mitment is based is null and void, as he verily 
delie ves. 

Marshal Neiser brought the prisoner into 
court long enough to make affidavit to the de- 
nial, locking him up again immediately after.
